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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the requirements of the law, the School 
Board of the town of Nelson hereby submit the following re- 
port for the year 1888: 

ScHOOL No. 1.—The First Term was taught by Miss Carrie 
E. Hardy. Miss Hardy is a live teacher, and her reputation 
is fully established as a successful instructor. We were very 
much pleased with the examination and the progress made by 
the school under her instruction. 

Second Term. Miss Bertha M. Seaver, teacher. This is 
the largest school intown. The order was excellent, and we 
have never attended an examination at the close of a school 
more thorough than was this. The scholars acquitted them- 
selves in a manner alike creditable to them and their teacher. 
We would say to any who may be called to hire teachers for 
the coming year, they cannot do better than engage Miss Sea- 
ver to take charge of this school. 

SCHOOL No. 2.—The Spring Term of this school was under 
the instruction of Mrs. Henri J. Robbins, who taught a good 
school, and the scholars made commendable progress in their 
studies. 

The Fall and Winter Terms were taught by Miss Mary L. 
Russell. Miss Russell was master of the situation and main- 
tained her former reputation as an energetic and successful 
teacher. 

ScHOOL No. 3.—The First Term was taught by Miss Lora 
E. Newton of Acworth. This was Miss Newton’s first school, 
yet she possessed those qualities for teaching and governing 
that made the school a success. 

The Second Term was taught by Miss Leslie A. Gay of 
Keene. This was her first effort in teaching, and she fulfilled 
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the duties for which she was engaged in a satisfactory manner. 

ScHooL No. 4.—The first term was taught by Miss Bertha 
M. Seaver, whose success was such that we engaged her to 
teach the fall term in School No. 1. 

Second Term. Miss Henri J. Robbins, teacher. We were 
well satisfied with the examination at the close of school, as it 
showed that the time and money spent had not been wasted. 
In all our visits to this school (whoever might be teacher) we 
have ever found perfect order, which speaks well for parents 
and scholars. 

SCHOOL No. 5.—Miss Mabel A. Atwood, teacher. As this 
is the smallest school in town, there being but five scholars, 
there was but one term of school. This was Miss Atwood’s 
first effort in teaching. We visited the school both at its com- 
mencement and close, and are satisfied that Miss Atwood with 
experience will make an efficient teacher. As she was obliged 
to close the school on account of sickness, we engaged Miss 
Hattie Robbins to teach two weeks, making in all thirteen 
weeks.
